Leaving Without ‘Notice, i 


/Mr. Bl Wylie, of No. 7 Torres 
Building, Kowloon, at the Kowloon 
Maglatracy this morning, prove- 
cuted, his former house coolie, on 
acharge, of absenting himself 
from his employment on June 24,
